Kellogg*  have  been  holding  annual  reunions  since 
1920°  The  first  historian*  Miranda  (Mrs  ©  Kinsley 
Bird)  Kellogg*  prepared  several  papers  on  the  an- 
cestry  of  the  familyG  Mrs c  Fred  (Nellie  Kellogg)!!® 
Sheff  drew  the  first  family-tree  showing  the  limbs 
and  branches  of  the  descendants ® 


The  above  items  aroused  the  author *s  interest 
in  the  history  of  the  family*  and  led  to  the  col¬ 
lection  of  much  additional  data  both  on  the  ances¬ 
try,  and  the  descendants  of  Martin  and  Polly  (Fay) 
Kellogg,  pioneer  settlers  of  the  Firelands e 

The  present  booklet  contains  the  names  of  $ 0 5> 
descendants,  but  it  is  far  from  complete*  And  many 
errors  are  bound  to  creep  in*  The  author  apologiz¬ 
es  for  these  shortcomings,  and  hopes  that  readers 
will  send  in  corrections  and  additions*  especially 
missing  names*  dates  and  places,  so  that  a  supple¬ 
ment  can  be  prepared®

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ANCESTRY  OF  MARTIN  KELLOGG 


The  Kellogg  family  emigrated  from  England  to 
New  England  about  1650  when  three  brothers  settled 
at  Hadley  and  Hatfield*  Mass<>*  and  Norwalk*  Gonno* 
respectively0  It  is  possible  that  Martin  Kellogg 
was  a  descendant  of  one  of  these  original  Kellogg 
emigrants*  but  diligent  research  has  failed  to  this 
time  (1954)  to  show  any  relationship®

Earliest  record  in  the  ancestry  of  our  Martin 
Kellogg  is  the  intentions  of  marriage  published  in

Of  this  first  Joseph  Kellogg  (great-grandfath¬ 
er  of  Martin)  we  know  little 0  His  parentage*  birth¬ 
place*  birth-date*  occupation*,  residence*  and  place 
and  date  of  death  are  all  unknown  despite  thorough 
study  of  all  known  records  and  source-materials 0

Here  Martin  and  Polly  Kellogg  raised  their  11 
children  (a  12th  died  in  infancy),  and  here  Polly 
(Fay)  Kellogg  died  on  April  1*  1866  having  lived  on 
the  homestead  for  nearly  fifty  years.  Although  she 
was  over  78  years  of  age,  Martin  survived  her  by  26 
years  l 

On  Sept,  21*  1886*  Martin  Kellogg ®s  100th  An¬ 
niversary,  a  great  celebration  was  held  at  Bronson, 
Special  carriages  carried  the  crowds  from  Norwalk 
to  the  homestead.  The  Norwalk  Band  furnished  music 
for  the  l^OO  people  who  attended.  Sponsor  of  this 
event  was  the  Firelands  Historical  Society*  which 
had  voted  the  centenarian  an  honorary  life  member¬ 
ship  in  I883 o  A  group  of  Norwalk  citizens  present- 
him  with  an  easy  chair*  and  he  also  received  as  a 
memento  of  the  occasion,  a  gold-headed  canec 

A  photographer  took  a  group  picture  of  Martin 
Kellogg  surrounded  by  his  descendants  and  their 
families,  and  another  group  of  pioneers  and  early 
settlers  of  the  Firelands  (Huron  and  Erie  Counties) 
and  their  families.
